Tlie Clever Weaver Bird. 


Au interesting bird is the "weaver." It i 


seems to be foud of making enormous ' 
nests merely for the purpose of exercise in 
The art, of construction 
Supply these 


birds with strings aud straw, and they 
will use them up rapidly, and their fabric 
is woven with a perfectness that is aston- 
ishing. In some countries it is the cus- 
tom of the weaver birds to colonize and 
build one big flat topped platform, two or 
three yards across, winch is so admirably 
put together as to shed the rain as well as 
any roof could do. Under this roof they 
make individual pocket shaped nests, 
bringing up under this unique structure 
a large and interesting family of little 
weavers. There is another bird called the 
"tailor," which, instead of weaving its 
nest, incloses it in big leaves and stitches 
the latter together with plant fibers, just 
as one would sew a piece of cloth.

GLASS SPONGES. 


Wbftt 
Tbe»« Beantifnl, 


Rrlttle Skeleton* Are Like. 


It is not generally known that the beau- 


tiful animals known as glass sponpe-s are 
found within the borders of thu Unlit*!' 
States yet one species at least is common, 
though rarely taken, off the coast of the 
southern Cnhfornia. islands, especially on 
the so called grouper banks of Santa Catu- 
lina, where fishing is carried on in water 
500 or 000 feet deep. 


It was here that an attractive specimen 


was found, being brought up by a flsh- 
hook. Tho sponge was a species of hol- 
tenia, probably 
Holtenia 
Carpentaria, 


about 12 inches in height and nearly 0 in 
diameter. The long, glasslike roots had 
been torn off when it was brought up. In 
appearance tho sponge was a veritable 
porcupine, long, neodlelike spiculcs stand- 
ing out all over it, the longest three inches 
in length, needles so sharp and brittle that 
it was difficult to hold or touch the 
sponge, aud at a glance it resembled some 
odd or lanciful cactus. 


Tho sponge was vase shaped and would 


hold three pints of fluid, bulging out in 
the center, with an opening at the top tui- 
flciently large to admit the closed hand. 
The long spicules reaching out from it • 
presented a splendid appearance when held ; 
up to the sun and resembled glossy hairs, 
gleaming and scintillating wherever the 
sun flashed along their surfaces.

the spicules were overgrown with an at- i 
tractiv 
branched 
these mimic branches hung pendent many ' 
miniature 
pink 
hued 
starfishes and 


shrimps, while fastened to them, coiled 
and interlaced, were the barrowlike eggs 
of a skate 


That these sponges arc fairly common 


in deep water offshore is evident by the 
small specimens often brought tip and the 
pieces found on the outer islands, especial- 
ly San Nicoln-s, but never before has so 
large and perfect a specimen been seen. 


The glass sponges arc so called because 


their skeleton, or tho spicules, resemble 
glass, being formed of a silica instead of 
lime and closely resembling spun glass. 


The iiios-t beautiful of the group is the 


Venus flower basket, or Kuplectella asper- 
gillum, of the most beautiful description. 
When the first specimen was found, it was 
sold at a fabulous price, aud its true, na- 
ture was not. suspected, but finally a speci- 
men was taken by a naturalist, who made 
the interesting discovery that the delicate 
and fragile glasslike vase that seemed to 
bo the work of somo cunning East Indian j 
was nothing more nor loss than the skeleton j 
of a sponge whose spicules were siliceous 
In tho water and ali\e the sponge is not 
au attractive object, being of a gray color 
and half buried in the mud, anchored by 
long glasslike streamers. 
But, once dead 


and relieved of its covering, it become1- 
one of the most resplendent objects of the 
sen—a f.iiry vaso that mij7ht well have 
been modeled by the sea gods us a gift 1 o 
Venus. 


This sponge has tho spiculcs so arrang- 


ed that they present the appearance oi 
squares 
It is closed at tho top and sides, 


hollow in the interior and is occasionally 
tho prison of t>rnall crustaceans, which en- 
ter the interstices when very young and, 
unable to escape, become prisoners for life 
and in tho skeleton may bo seen with their 
claws protruding through tho opening, 
creating much wonder among tho uniniti- 
ated as to how they obtained ingress into 
the glassy prison. 


Another interesting glass sponge is hy- 


aloncma, which resembles a, glass ropo 
i'hc sponge itself is a small cup, perched 
upon a long series of glasslike steins, 
which are buried in the mud. Th Is was f.;r 
a long time sold as tho skeleton of tho Jit,- 
do coral polyps which arc parasites on its 
stwns.—Scientific American.

ing burned. Sometimes they were con- j 
uemned to be buried alive. Animal:, were t 
even put to the rack in order to extort j 
confession. 
It is not to be supposed that 


the judge had the- slightest expectation i 
that any confession would be made. He | 
wished simply to observe all forms pre- j 
scribed by the law and to set in motion the 
whole machinery of justice before pro- j 
nouncing judgment. "The question," 
which in such cases would seem to be only 
a wanton and superfluous iict of cruelty, 
was nevertheless an important element in 
determining the ilnal decision, since the 
death sentence could be commuted into 
banishment provided the criminal had not 
confessed under torture. The use ot" the 
rack was therefore a means of escaping 
the gallows. 
Appeals were sometimes 


made to higher tribunals and the judg- 
ments of the lower courts annulled or mod- 
ified. In one instance a sow and a she ass 
were condemned to be hanged. On appeal 
and after a new trial they were sentenced 
to be simply knocked on the head. 


In 1266, at Fontenay-aux-Roses, near 


Paris, a pig convicted of having eaten a 
child was publicly burned. In 138(5 tho 
tribunal of Falaise sentenced a sow to be 
mangled and maimed in the head and leg 
and then to be hanged for having torn the 
face and arm of a child and caused its 
death. Here we have a strict application j 
of the lex talionis. The sow was dressed 
in man's clothes and executed in the pub- 
lic square, near the city hall, at. the ex- 
pense to the state of 10 sous and 10 deniers, 
besides a pair of gloves to the hangman. 


Tho executioner was provided with new 


gloves in order that he might come from 
the discharge of his duty with clean hands, 
thus indicating that as a minister of jus- 
tice ho incurred no guilt in shedding blood. 
He was not a common butcher of swine, 
bur, 
a public functionary, a "master of 


high works" (maitro des hautes ceuvres), 
as he was officially styled. 
In 139-1 a pig 


was found guilty of "having killed and 
murdered a child in tho parish of Rou- 
maygne, in the county of Mortaing. for 
which deed the said pig was condemned to 
be drawn and hanged by Jehan Pettit. 
lieutenant of the bailiff." 


Brate and human criminals were con- j 


fined in the same prison and subjected to i 
the same treatment. 
Thus "Toustain I 


Pincheon, keeper of the prisons of our lord 
the king in the town of Pont de Larche," 
acknowledges the receipt of "19 sous 6 
deniers tournois for having found the 
king's bread for the prisoners detained by 
reason of crime in the said prison." The 
jailer gives the names of the persons in 
custody and concludes the list with tho 
"item" of "one pig. kept from the 24th of 
June, 1408, inclusive, till the 17th of 
July," when it was executed for "tho 
crime of having murdered and killed a lit- 
tlo child." For the pig's board he charges 
a deniers tournois a day, the sams as for 
boarding a man. 


A peculiar custom is referred to in tho 


proces verbal of the prosecution of an in- 
fanticidal porker, dated May 20, 357;.' 
The murder was committed within the 
jurisdiction of the monastery of Moycu- 
Monticr, where the case was tried, and tho 
accused was sentenced to be "hanged juul 
stranded on a gibbet." 
The prisoner was 


then bound with a cord and conducted to 
u cross near the cemetery, where it was 
formally given over to an executioner from 
JS'ancy. "From time immemorial," wo 
are told, "the justiciary of the lord abbot 
of Moyen-Monticr has been accustomed to 
<-onsign\to the provost of St. Diez, near 
this cross, condemned criminals, wholly 
naked, that they may be executed, but, 
inasmuch as this pig is a brute beast, ho 
has delivered the same bound with a cord 
without prejudicing or in any wise im- 
pairing tho right of the lord abbot to de- 
liver condemned criminals wholly naked." 
The pig must not wear a rope, unless the 
right to do without it bo expressly reserv- 
ed, lest some human culprit under similar 
circumstances might claim to' bo entitled 
to raiment. 
» 


In the case of a mule condemned to bs 


burned alive at Montpellicr in 15(5o, as the 
animal was vicious and kicky, the execu- 
tioner cut off its foot before consigning it 
to tho flames. This mutilation was ati 
arbitrary and extra judicial act, dictated 
solely by considerations of personal con- 
venience. 
Hangmen were often guilty of 


supererogatory cruelty in tho exercise nf 
1heir bloody functions. 
Indeed these hard- 


ened wretches sometimes took tho law into 
their own hands. 
Thus, on the '.»th of 


.lune, 1576, at Schweinfurt, in Franconin, 
a sow which had bittou off the ear and 
torn the hand of a child was given in cus- 
tody to tho hangman, who without further 
authority took it to the gallows green and 
there "hanged it publicly, to the disgrace 
and detriment of the city." For this im- 
prudent usurpation of judiciary powers 
.lack Ketch was obliged to flco and never 
dared return. 


On the 10th of January, 14">7, a sow was 


convicted of murder committed on tho 
person of un infant nnmcd .lehan Martin 
of Savigny and sentenced to bo hanged. 
Her six sucklings were also included in 
tho indictment; as accomplices, but "in do- 
fault of any positive proof that they had 
assisted in mangling tho deceased thoy 
worc restored to thoir owner on condition 
thnt ho should give bail for their appear- 
ance should further evidence bo forthcom- 
ing to prove their complicity in their 
mother's crime." 
Alxiut. a month later 


tho sucklings woro again brought before 
tho court, and *,s thoir owner, Jehan Bail- 
ly, declined to bo answerable for their fu- 
ture good conduct they were declared for- 
feited to tho noble damsel Kathcrinc do 
Bnrnn.nlt., lady of Savigny. Sometimes a 
fine was imposed upon tho owner of tho 
offending beast, as was the case with Jolum 
Delalandc and his wife, condemned on tho 
18th 
of April, H09, by tho abbey of Josa- 


phat, near Chartres, to pay 18 francs "on 
account of tho murder of a child named 
Glllon, aged 5>£ years or thcrcalxnits. com- 
mitted by a porker, ngcd 3 months or 
thereabouts." Tho porker was "hanged 
and executed by justice."—E. P. Evans in 
Green Bag.
